cigaity and honour, aod ia its event tending to 
reftore the public peace and harmony, and to en-

| Crermont in Argoone, that adetachment of Praf-

towa, was fuddenly furrounded by 990 French, 
who had concealed themfelves among the bathes, 
with four pieces cannon. On the firft difcharge 
4° of the Hoffars were killed upon the fpot, the 
ether 60 cut their way through the enemy with 
their fabres. A body of troops, fufficient te far- 
round the wood, were inftantiy ordered to march, 
and fucceeded fe well, in their enterprize, that 
not one of the French eicaped ; four hundred be- 
ing killed, and the reft taken prifoners, the Pruf- 
fans loit only one man. 

Part of the army of the Princes, having Mon- 
fieer and the Count d’Artois at their head, have 
quitted the campof Hetange, near Thionville, to 
join the army of the Duke of Brunfwick, near 
Verdun. The Prince de iiohenlohe bas marched 
for the fame purpofe, with a preat part of the 
Avftrian army under his command. 

Gazette Extraordi nary. 

Bruffels, Sept. 18.—Oa the 14th, in the morn- 
ing, M. Dumourier attacked os at the pert of 
Roux-aux-Birs, with about Gooo men; but our 
troops defended themlelves with their wiual brave- 
ry, and that port having been reinforced by two 
battalions, and two fquadrons, the enemy were 
repulied with confiderabie lois, and obliged to 
pais the river Ailne in the greatett diforder. 

Tae advantage which we have gained by this 
affair, cannot compeniate for the lois we fultained 
in the death of Prince Charles de Ligne, Colonel 
of the Engineers, whofe excellent character, . mi- 
litary talents, intrepidity, and great adtivity, 
makes him jultily regretted, hurried on by the 
ardour of his acal and courage, he marched for- 
ward with a few men only, towards the enemy’s 
artillery and was killed by a bullet (a cartahhe) 
which unfortunately flruck him. 

Our lefs befides coniiis of 4 officers wounded, 
and 30 rank and file ei:her killed or wounded. 

Operations in the armies. 

Paris, Sept. 30.—On Tharidasy morning the 
zoth, M. Severn announced to the National Af- 
fembly, that he had received a difpateh from M. 
Dumourier, ftating that the feveral detachments 
expected had joined his army ; that he was, at the 
moment of writing, equal in force to the enemy. 
That he had under his command 70,000 men, 
12,000 of which were cavalry. He fays that the 
whole army had demanded the punifhment of the 
runaways: that he had deprived them of their u- 
niforms ; he doubts not but there are many in his 
army fold to the enemy ; but that the late execu- 
tions he has made wil! keep the reft in their duty. 
That his army now is ardent to engage ; and he 
conclades ‘‘ what may I not hope to do now, when 
T have been able to refit the enemy with inferior 
forces.” 

Supplement Extraordinary to the Gaxette of the 
Netherlands, 

Brufils, Sep. 21.—The affair of the 14th, 
mentioned in our Jaf {upplement, was followed by 
the very percipitate retreat of the army command- 
ed by Mefirs. Luckner, Dumourier, and Keller- 
man. 

The Avftrian and Proffian combined armies, 
under the Duke of Brunfwick, offered them bat- 
ble, which the French Generals did not think pro- 
per te accept. Not having fucceeded in engag- 
ing them to fight, an endeavour was made to turn 
them ; for this porpofe it was neceflary to diflodge 
acerps of 20,000 men, under M, Doniouricr, 





who had an advantegeous poftion between thg 


mountains. «The intrepidity of Our troops over- 
came thele obfticles ; they attacke@ and carried 4 
battery of canaon—they forced the before meati- 
oned corps to abondon its polls, and to retire in 
great hatte for fear of being furrowadec—the two’ 
other Generals followed the example of M. Du- 
mourier. The whole French army paffed che ri- 
ver Aifne in the greatelt diforder, and cook refuge 
towards Chalons, leaving that place betweea them 
and rh? combined army. 

By this manceuvre we are become matters of 
the woods and mountains, which feperate us from 
the vaft plains and open coantry of Champagne. 

We have made four or five hundred prifooers. 
The enemy have loft a great many men,four guns, 
fix waggons of amanition, and a great quantity of 
baggage.
